REMARKS 

In response to the Judgment of the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit that issued as 
a mandate on January 18, 2012, the rejection of claim 31 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated 
by Yang was not sustained, and the rejection of claims 26-36 and 38 under 35 U.S.C. 101 was 
sustained. Accordingly, claim 3 1 has been cancelled and claim 26 has been amended to include 
the limitation of claim 31. Claims 26-30, 32-36 and 38 have been amended to add limitations 
that are believed to be in accordance with standing office practice for claiming patent eligible 
subject matter. New claims 39 through 47 are herewith presented and are believed to be draw 
to the allowable subject matter as indicated by the Decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences.
